Obama observes 
Memorial Day

WASHINGTON (AP) — Barack Obama 
marked his first Memorial Day as president 
on Monday, saluting the men and women of 
America’s fighting forces, both living and 
dead, as “the best of America.” 

The president spoke after participating in a 
solemn holiday tradition, laying a wreath at the 
Tomb of the Unknowns at Arlington National 
Cemetery, the burial ground for American 
veterans dating to the Revolutionary War. 

In brief remarks after laying the wreath and 
observing a moment of silence, Obama said the 
country’s fallen warriors felt a sense of duty 
and answered the call to serve, knowing they 
might have to make the ultimate sacrifice. 
“They said ‘I’ll go.’ 

That is why they are the best of America,” 
Obama said. 

The president also sought to dodge a racial 
controversy, sending wreaths to a monument 
for Confederate soldiers — who fought for the 
pro-slavery South — and a memorial honoring 
more than 200,000 blacks who fought for the 
Union during the Civil War. 


The first black U.S. president continued 
tradition and had wreaths delivered to the 
Confederate Memorial at Arlington National 
Cemetery, the 600-acre site across the Potomac 
River in Virginia that once was Confederate 
Gen. Robert E. Lee’s estate. The White House 
also sent a wreath to the African American Civil 
War Memorial in Washington’s historically 
black U Street neighborhood. 

Presidents traditionally visit Arlington to 
personally leave a wreath at the Tomb of 
the Unknowns, a marble structure with the 
remains of unidentified U.S. military members 
who died during war. Presidents then have 
aides deliver wreaths to other memorials 
or monuments, generally including the 
Confederate memorial. 

A group of about 60 professors last week sent 
a petition to the White House asking Obama 
to avoid a memorial for Confederate military 
members who died during the war between the 
North and the South. 

The White House ignored the plea. Wreaths 
also were left at the mast of the USS Maine 
and at the Spanish American War Memorial, a 
White House aide said. □ 


Mom returns voluntarily 
with cancer-stricken boy

“immediately checked over 
medically” when he and his 
mother arrived on a charter 
flight at 3 a.m., Brown County 
Sheriff Rich Hoffmann said. 
He did not say where the pair 
have been since they missed 
a court hearing last Tuesday, 
or whether Daniel received 
medical treatment for his 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma while 
they were gone.

Green jobs, broadly defined 
as work that helps the 
environment, pay up to 20 
percent more than other jobs, 
are more likely to be union 
jobs and are more likely to 
be held by men, but less so 
by minorities and people who 
live in cities, according to a 
report Obama’s Middle Class 
Task Force issued in February. 
These jobs also are ones that 
cannot be easily transferred 
overseas. 

Housing Secretary Shaun 
Donovan was making the 


spending announcement 
Tuesday in Denver at a task 
force meeting. 

Donovan said Monday that 
the investment in public 
housing will help meet several 
goals: improving the quality 
of public housing, reducing 
energy costs for residents and 
the government, and creating 
jobs for people who live in the 
units and in the surrounding 
community. 

Labor Secretary Hilda Solis, 
another task force member, 
also will announce that $500 
million from the $787 billion 
stimulus is becoming available 
to train workers for these jobs. 
That sum includes $50 million 
for communities battered by 
job losses and restructuring in 
the auto industry. 

Donovan said replacing 
windows, insulation, 

appliances and light bulbs 
are among the possible 
renovations. 

The task force, which 
includes several other Cabinet 


secretaries, has been working 
since January to highlight 
policies and practices to help 
improve the standard of living 
of the middle class, an income 
group that suffered as the 
economy faltered. 

The meeting at the Denver 
Science Museum, where 
Obama signed the stimulus 
plan into law three months 
ago, was being held to outline 
different ways government 
departments are working to 
steer the middle class toward 
green jobs. 

Jared Bernstein, the task force 
executive director, said the 
panel’s agenda complements 
Obama’s. 

“By boosting the green 
economy, you’re promoting 
green energy and clean 
production at the same time 
that you’re generating green 
jobs,” Bernstein, who is also 
Vice President Joe Biden’s 
chief economist, said Monday 
in an interview. Biden is in 
charge of the task force.Q

Hillary Rodham Clinton surprises Yale graduates 


Clinton did speak for about 
five minutes during the 
Yale Law School’s separate 
commencement event held 
in the early afternoon. There, 
the 60-year-old Clinton 
reminisced about her days at 
Yale, saying the law school 
was an “encampment for 
protests and frivolity” when 
she arrived in the fall of 1969. 
She met her future husband, 
Bill Clinton, at the school the 
following year, 22 years before 
he was elected the nation’s 
42nd president. 

She expressed hope that every 
graduate would “use every 
creative gene you have” in 
order to work “on behalf of 
the public good.” 

Clinton drew laughs from 
the crowd when she jokingly 
apologized for taking Yale 
Law School Dean Harold 
Hongju Koh “away from the 
law school and putting him to 
work in Washington.” Koh was 
nominatedby President Barack 
Obama to be legal adviser to 
the State Department, and 
remains a possible nominee to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

In a nod to the rough job 
market, Clinton also urged 
the new law school graduates 


to apply for work in the 
Obama administration, at the 
State Department and with 
the United States Agency for 
International Development. 
Koh said after the law school 
ceremony he hoped his 
students learned from Clinton 
“what is possible to achieve in 
one lifetime.” 

“Everyone who got the 
honorary degrees were in 
these seats not that long ago,” 
Koh said. “And you know, 
what they know is, they could 
be a mother, a lawyer and 
U.S. senator, Secretary of 
State, presidential candidate. 
There’s no limit. That’s what 
they should think. There’s no 
limit to what they can do.” 
ActressandactivistMiaFarrow 
was among the parents in the 
audience who heard Clinton 
speak. Ronan, Farrow’s 21- 
year-old son with director 
Woody Allen, completed a law 
degree and is currently going 
through the security clearance 
process to work in the Obama 
administration, she said. 

“It was inspiring and wonderful 
to have a son graduating. And 
to hear those words (from 
Clinton) and to see a path, a 
clear path ahead. He’s joining 


government and this is a proud 
day for all the parents here,” 
she said. 

Erin Phillips, 24, is headed to 
Boston to clerk for a federal 
district court judge, and was 
also inspired by Clinton’s 
visit. “We heard some rumors 
last night that she was coming. 
I was really excited,” Phillips 
said after the ceremony. “I 
think it meant a lot and I think 
everyone has been kind of 
uniformly thrilled about it. It 
was a nice surprise.” 

Clinton was last in New Haven 
in 2008, when she visited Yale 
the day before the Connecticut 
presidential primary and her 
own failed presidential bid. 
She then fondly recalled her 
days attending Yale Law 
School and her early career 
as a child advocate at the Yale 
Child Study Center. 

She spoke to Yale graduates 
once before, in 1991 when 
she gave the traditional Class 
Day speech, which is the 
major address to graduating 
seniors held the day before 
commencement. This year’s 
Class Day address was 
delivered Sunday by author 
Christopher Buckley, a 1975 
Yale graduate.□ 
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4th NYC nighttime blast shatters Starbucks windows

NEW YORK (AP) — An 
early morning explosion, 
caused by a small bomb 
and reminiscent of other 
mysterious blasts around 
New York City in the 
last few years, destroyed 
a sidewalk bench and 
shattered windows in a 
Starbucks coffee shop. 

No one was injured in the 
blast, which happened 
around 3:30 a.m. EDT 
Monday on Manhattan’s 
Upper East Side near the 
Guggenheim museum. 
Investigators were looking 
into the similarities between 
the explosion and three 
others in the last four years, 
police Commissioner Ray 
Kelly said. 

“They all happened between 


3:30 a.m. and 4:30 a.m., 
so that’s the immediate 
similarity that we’re looking 
at,” Kelly said. “Obviously 
we’re going to analyze the 
type of explosive that’s 
been used.” 

The bomb went off around 
the same time of night as 
an explosion at the British 
consulate in May 2005, 
another at the Mexican 
consulate in October 2007 
and one at the Times Square 
military recruiting station in 
March 2008. 

In the previous bombings, 
a bicyclist was seen in the 
area before the explosions. 
No witnesses came forward 
immediately Monday, and 
police still have to see what, 
if any, security camera 
footage is available, Kelly 
said.

Petitions submitted for 
Kansas City mayoral recall 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. - Mayor Mark 
Funkhouser said Monday he would fight an 
effort to oust him after a group submitted 
what it says are enough signatures to force a 
recall election. 

The city clerk’s office opened on Memorial 
Day for the recall group to submit a second 
batch of petitions, which its organizers 
estimated contained about 13,000 signatures. 
Earlier this month, group members submitted 
7,459 valid signatures and received 10 more 
days to attempt to collect the required 16,950 
signatures needed to force a recall election. 
Opponents of Funkhouser said he should be 
recalled because his wife’s activities in his 
office violated the city’s volunteer ordinance 
and nepotism rules. 

“The people of Kansas City have spoken 
loudly and clearly and with a very firm voice, 
that this mayor has to go,” Harris Wilder, the 
group’s spokesman, said Monday. 
Funkhouser said he will defeat any recall 
effort. 

“If anything, I haven’t fought hard enough. 
I haven’t been aggressive enough. I’m 
only going to ramp it up,” Funkhouser said 
Monday in one of several interviews with 
local media. 

Election officials have until June 1 to verify 
the names to make sure they are registered 
voters. The issue would go before voters in 
August or November if enough signatures 
were collected. 


Fun kh ouser has been criticized heavily since 
taking office in May 2007, particularly after 
he unknowingly appointed a member of the 
Minuteman Civil Defense Corps, an anti¬ 
illegal immigration group, to the city parks 
board. 

The move upset some national civil rights 
groups and led them to pull their conventions 
from the city of 450,000. 

Then in November 2008, he sued the council 
after it enacted an ordinance that keeps his 
wife, Gloria Squitiro, from volunteering in 
his office. Squitiro, a former birthing coach, 
had come under fire for her brashness and 
was at the center of a lawsuit that included 
among its claims that she called a former 
aide, who is black, “Mammy.” 

Funkhouser has said “Mammy” wasn’t a 
racial slur because Squitiro, who is white, 
“puts an ‘e’ on virtually everything” as a 
form of endearment. 

In depositions for the aide’s harassment and 
discrimination lawsuit, people described 
Squitiro as foul-mouthed and said she twice 
lit dried sage to rid the office of evil spirits. 
With his wife banned from working at his 
city office, Funkhouser is now holding his 
weekly staff meetings at the downtown 
public library. 

Funkhouser would be allowed to mn in a 
recall election. The top two vote-getters 
would advance to a mnoff if no candidate 
received 50 percent of the vote.Q 


“We don’t know the motive.

“Certainly, it is alarming to 
have this happen, seemingly 
not designed to hurt people, 
but obviously could, and no 
one really knows what the 
motive is,” Paterson said. 
Residents above the coffee 
shop were ordered to leave 
their apartments but were 
allowed to return later in 
the morning. 

One of them, Jordan 
Kovnot, a 26-year-old law 
school student, told the 
Daily News, “I heard a 
giant noise — a big, giant 
noise, like a crash — and 
there was a flash. ”□

LAS VEGAS - Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
vulnerable in home-state 
polls but without a big-name 
opponent so far, takes the 
stage Tuesday with President 
Barack Obama at a Las Vegas- 
style fundraiser billed as “The 
Good Fight.” 

But the big-dollar bash begs 
the question: Where’s the 
fight? 

Despite months of promising 
to target Reid for ousting in 
2010, Republicans have yet 
to land a major candidate 
deemed capable of raising the 
money and enthusiasm needed 
to unseat a sitting majority 
leader. 

A recent newspaper poll 
showing Reid’s vulnerability 
highlighted the GOP’s 
dilemma. In a survey for the 
Las Vegas Re view-Journal 
published last week, 45 
percent of Nevada voters told 
pollsters they would definitely 
vote to unseat Reid. Another 
17 percent said they would 
consider another candidate. 
Finding that candidate, while 
the four-term Democratic 
senator is calling in chits and 
racking up campaign money, 
is proving difficult. 

“He’s the majority leader and 
he’s going to raise a ton of 
money. That’s intimidating to 
run against,” Nevada’s other 
senator, Republican John 


Associated Press 
Ensign, said of his party’s 
search. A viable candidate 
would need to get in the race 
“in the next few months, 
certainly,” Ensign said. 
Intimidation has been no small 
part of Reid’s early strategy. 

A year and a half from 
Election Day, the senator 
has raised a whopping $7.5 
million, already half a million 
more that he spent on his 2004 
campaign. 

He also has secured the public 
support of some high-profile 
Republican donors in Nevada 
and is believed to have locked 
up funding from the state’s 
powerful gambling industry. 
Reid campaign manager 
Brandon Hall said the senator 
is merely responding to 
Republican promises to target 
his seat. 

“That is why we are starting 
early and will be prepared to 
run an aggressive campaign 
no matter who our opponent 
will be,” Hall said. 

Tuesday’s fundraiser features 
headliners Sheryl Crow and 
Bette Midler. Tickets start 
at $50 for the concert, but 
a $29,600 contribution that 
will be split between Reid’s 
campaign and the Nevada 
Democratic Party gives 
donors access to the senator 
and president. 

“This fundraiser is just another 
show of his strength,” said 
David Damore, a political 
scientist at the University of 


Nevada, Las Vegas. “It’s a 
message to any opponent: If 
you want to compete, this is 
the kind of game you’re going 
to have to play.” 

GOP officials insist they will 
play. 

Nevada Republican Party 
Chairwoman Sue Lowden 
said she is vetting candidates, 
“some of whom are well- 
known in the state and some of 
whom are not as well-known 
but could self-fund.” 

Lowden was quick to note 
Reid’s rocky poll numbers 
in Nevada, as well as his 
unpopularity outside the state. 
As a symbol of Democrats’ 
control of Congress, Reid is 
seen as a polarizing figure 
but one nevertheless capable 
of shaking dollars loose from 
Republican donors from 
Mississippi to Wyoming. 
Outside groups have promised 
to pour in millions of dollars 
in independent television and 
direct mail campaigns. One, 
the Sacramento-based Our 
Country Deserves Better PAC, 
promised to spend $ 100,000 on 
anti-Reid radio and television 
ads timed to Obama’s visit. 
Nevada GOP officials also will 
launch a national fundraising 
mail campaign this week, said 
Las Vegas-based Republican 


consultant Ryan Erwin, a party 
adviser. 

“Every month that somebody’s 
not raising the money is a 
missed opportunity,” Erwin 
said. 

Fundraising isn’t Republicans’ 
only struggle. 

The state party was hobbled 
by a Democratic organizing 
effort that yielded a 12-point 
victory for Obama last year. 
Along with a nearly 100,000- 
Democratic voter advantage, 
Nevada Republicans are 
suffering from a leadership 
vacuum as Republican Gov. 
Jim Gibbons continues to 
be dogged by scandals since 
taking office in 2006. 

With the clock ticking, 
pressure is mounting on the 
few GOP candidates viewed 
as viable. 

Rep. Dean Heller has emerged 
as the party’s top pick. As 
a former secretary of state 
in Nevada, Heller has run 
successful statewide races. 
He’s popular in northern and 
rural Nevada, places where 
Reid struggles. 

But, Heller, 49, also holds an 
increasingly safe congressional 
seat. 

He also recently won a 
powerful perch on the tax¬ 
writing House Ways and 


Mean Committee, raising the 
stakes on what he could lose 
by challenging Reid. 

Heller’s spokesman did not 
respond to a request for 
comment. 

Other names in consideration 
include U.S. Attorney Greg 
Brower, a former state 
assemblyman, and Lt. Gov. 
Brian Krolicki, who remains 
hamstrung by criminal charges 
that he mishandled state 
funds. Krolicki has denied 
wrongdoing, called the charges 
political and is seeking to have 
them dismissed. 

The longer Republicans go 
without an anointed challenger 
to Reid, the more lesser-known 
contenders flirt with running. 
Anti-tax activist and former 
Assemblywoman Sharron 
Angle has said she is exploring 
getting in the race. Angle 
is a favorite among fiscally 
conservative Republicans, and 
may be able to raise outside 
money. 

But Angle said she has not 
been embraced by the GOP’s 
recruiting arm, the National 
Republican Senatorial 

Committee. 

“They’re standing back. 
Everybody is standing back 
waiting to see what happens,” 
she said. □ 


GOP keeps filibuster card ready for court pick

WASHINGTON - Empathy isn’t part of the 

job description for a Supreme Court justice, a 

top Republican says. 

As President Barack Obama prepares to 
name his pick for the high court, the Senate’s 
No. 2 Republican said the qualifications 
being discussed — “emotions or feelings 
or preconceived ideas,” Sen. Jon Kyi called 
them — aren’t enough to justify a lifetime 
appointment. The Arizona Republican on 
Sunday wouldn’t rule out a filibuster to block 
an Obama pick that falls outside his definition 
of the mainstream. 

“We will distinguish between a liberal judge 
on one side and one who doesn’t decide cases 
on the merits but, rather, on the basis of his or 
her preconceived ideas,” Kyi said. 

Obama, who has interviewed at least two 
candidates, is preparing to announce a pick 
to replace Justice David Souter in the coming 
days. Sen. Dick Durbin of Illinois, the No. 
2 Democrat in the Senate, said Sunday that 
he has been told a choice is likely to be 
announced this week. 

Those involved with Obama’s decision 
suggest it could come as early as Tuesday. 


In the meantime, Obama has offered hints 
into what he wants in a justice. 

“You have to have not only the intellect to 
be able to effectively apply the law to cases 
before you,” Obama said in an interview 
televised on C-SPAN. “But you have to be 
able to stand in somebody else’s shoes and see 
through their eyes and get a sense of how the 
law might work or not work in practical day- 
to-day living.” Obama also has said he wants 
someone who uses empathy, “understanding 
and identifying with people’s hopes and 
struggles,” when arriving at decisions that 
could influence the nation for decades. 

Sen. Ben Nelson, a Nebraska Democrat who 
helped negotiate a compromise to avoid 
filibusters aimed at President George W. 
Bush’s judicial nominees, also kept open the 
filibuster option against Obama’s nominee. 
“We don’t want to have to read judges’ minds. 
So I think that’s the test — will they be an 
activist or not?” Nelson said. “I would hope 
that there wouldn’t be any circumstances 
that would be so extreme with any of the 
president’s nominees that the other side would 
feel the need to filibuster or that I might feel 
the need to filibuster in a case of extraordinary 
circumstances.

Daniel underwent one round 
of chemotherapy in February, 
but stopped after that single 
treatment, citing religious 
beliefs. The family opted 
instead for natural healing 
practices inspired by American 
Indians. 

Because Colleen Hauser 
returned voluntarily, a warrant 
for her arrest was lifted. 
Hoffmann said he could not 
comment on whether there 
could be possible charges 
against her. 

Daniel Hauser was being 
evaluated at a hospital in 
Minneapolis-St. Paul on 
Monday, according to Tom 
Hagen, an attorney at the law 
office representing Daniel’s 
parents. 


Dr. Bruce Bostrom, the 
pediatric oncologist at 
Children’s Hospitals and 
Clinics of Minnesota who 
diagnosed Daniel’s cancer in 
January, said he was happy to 
hear of the boy’s return.

Mexico, U.S., Canada announce 
swine flu deaths 


CHICAGO (AP) 
Authorities in Mexico 
announced three more 
deaths Monday, as the 
United States and Canada 
each said they had another 
death connected with the 
illness. 

Mexico death toll now 
stands at 83, and Canada’s 
is two. The U.S. death is 
the 12th in the country. 
Before the latest reports, the 
World Health Organization 
tallied at least 91 deaths 
around the globe from 
more than 12,500 swine 
flu cases. 

At least 46 countries 
have confirmed cases, 
according to WHO. Puerto 
Rico reported its first case 
Monday, making it the 
second Caribbean island 
to confirm the illness. The 
man is recuperating at 
home. 

Mexico announced three 
more deaths tied to 
swine flu, and officials 
there unveiled a $90 
million campaign aimed 
at luring back tourists 
to the country where the 


illness has hit hardest. The 
government-funded push 
will feature ads with opera 
singer Placido Domingo, 
champion golfer Lorena 
Ochoa and other national 
heroes. 

Tourism is Mexico’s 
third-largest source of 
legal foreign income, but 
worries over swine flu 
have stemmed the flow of 
visitors and pushed hotel 
occupancy to a record low. 
In the U.S., the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention counted 10 
deaths and 6,700 cases, 
most of them mild. But 
New York health officials 
reported another death 
over the weekend. 

Dr. Damon Arnold, 
director of the Illinois 
Department of Public 
Health said in a statement 
that the latest victim, a 
Chicago-area resident, had 
other medical conditions, 
but authorities released no 
other information about 
the person. 

In Canada, officials said 
Monday that a Toronto man 


who had swine flu but also 
suffered a chronic medical 
condition died Saturday. Dr. 
David Williams, Ontario’s 
acting chief medical 
officer of health, said in a 
statement the coroner was 
investigating to determine 
what role swine flu played 
in the fatality. 

In the Mexican port of 
Veracruz, a sculptor is 
putting the finishing 
touches on a bronze statue 
of a 5-year-old boy who 
is the country’s earliest 
confirmed case of swine flu. 
The boy, Edgar Hernandez, 
recovered after being 
treated with antibiotics, 
and state officials said the 
statue will be a symbol of 
hope. 

A spokesman for Veracruz 
state, Jorge Brandy, said 
the statue would be erected 
in the central park of La 
Gloria, a pig-farming 
village in the mountains 
where scientists trying to 
learn where the epidemic 
began are taking blood 
samples from residents 
and pigs.Q

and to come home. “If you’re 
out there, please bring Danny 
home so we can decide 
as a family what Danny’s 
treatment should be,” he said.

The U.N. Security Council 
was meeting later Monday 
in New York to discuss what 
President Barack Obama 
called Pyongyang’s “blatant 
defiance” of resolutions 
banning the regime from 
developing weapons of mass 
destruction. British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown 
condemned the test as a 
“danger to the world.” Russia’s 
Foreign Ministry called it “a 
serious blow to international 
efforts” to prevent the spread 
of nuclear weapons. 

French officials said 
they would push for new 
sanctions, and even traditional 
Pyongyang ally China said 
it was “resolutely opposed” 
to the test, which Russian 
officials estimated yielded a 
powerful 10- to 20-kiloton 
blast — enough to flatten a 
city and far more than North 
Korea managed in a 2006 
atomic test. 

Pyongyang’s unprecedented 
defiance raises the stakes in 
the mounting standoff over its 
nuclear program. 

Last month, Pyongyang 
launched a rocket despite 
international calls for restraint, 
abandoned international 
nuclear negotiations, restarted 
its nuclear plants and warned 
it would carry out the atomic 
and long-range missile tests. 
“We’re heading for a full¬ 
blown crisis with the North,” 
said Peter Beck, a Korean 
affairs expert who teaches 
at American University in 
Washington. 

The rise in tensions comes 
amid speculation about who 
will succeed North Korea’s 
authoritarian leader, 67- 
year-old Kim Jong II, who is 
believed to have suffered a 
stroke last August. 

Kim, who inherited the 
leadership from his father in 
1994 and rules the nation of 24 
million with an iron fist, has 
three sons but has not publicly 
named a successor. 

Though desperately poor, 
North Korea increasingly 
has turned inward. With last 
month’s controversial rocket 
launch and Monday’s nuclear 
test, Kim clearly wants to 
show its people that the nation 
remains strong, analysts said. 
“The fact that North Korea 
is undertaking this nuclear 
test amid great economic and 


political turmoil might be a 
sign that North Korea is trying 
to escape from some kind of 
internal difficulty,” former 
Russian President Mikhail 
Gorbachev said during a visit 
to Seoul. 

Beck predicted Pyongyang 
would parade the nuclear 
test before the North Korean 
people to drum up support for 
Kim and his regime. 

“Kim Jong II is trying to 
demonstrate his virility and 
that they are a power to be 
reckoned with,” he said. 
Monday’s atomic test was 
conducted shortly before 
10 a.m. about 50 miles (80 
kilometers) northwest of the 
northern city of Kilju, Russian 
Defense Ministry spokesman 
Alexander Drobyshevsky said, 
speaking on state-run Rossiya 
television. 

Two hours later, Pyongyang’s 
official Korean Central News 
Agency declared that the 
regime had “successfully 
conducted one more 
underground nuclear test on 
May 25 as part of measures 
to bolster its nuclear deterrent 
for self-defense.” 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
registered seismic activity in 
northeastern North Korea at 
9:54 a.m. (0054 GMT), which 
it initially identified as a 4.7- 
magnitude earthquake. 

North Korea also test-fired 
three short-range missiles from 
a nearby launchpad, South 
Korea’s Yonhap news agency 
reported, citing unnamed 
sources. 

Sources described them as 
ground-to-air missiles with 
a range of 80 miles (130 
kilometers), the report said. 
Yonhap cited military officials 
as saying the launches 
appeared to be aimed at 
keeping U.S. and Japanese 
surveillance planes away from 
the nuclear test site. 

Kilju, in the northeastern 
province of North Hamgyong, 
is where North Korea 
conducted its first nuclear test 
in October 2006 in a surprise 
move that drew wide-ranging 
sanctions from the Security 
Council. 

North Korea boasted that 
Monday’s test was conducted 
“on a new higher level in terms 
of its explosive power and 
technology of its control.” 

U.S. and French officials have 
said the 2006 test measured 
less than a kiloton; 1 kiloton 



is equal to the force produced 
by 1,000 tons of TNT. Russia 
estimated the force of the 
2006 blast at 5 to 15 kilotons, 
far higher than other estimates 
at the time. 

Pyongyang is believed to have 
enough weaponized plutonium 
for at least a half-dozen atomic 
bombs. However, experts say 
scientists have not yet mastered 
the miniaturization needed to 
mount a nuclear device onto a 
long-range missile. 

“They are still at least several 
years away from being able to 
deliver a nuclear device on a 
weapon,” Beck said. 

North Korea called its April 
5 rocket launch a successful 
bid to put a satellite into 
space, but the U.S., Japan, 
South Korea and others 
accused Pyongyang of using 
the launch to test its long- 
range missile technology. The 
Security Council condemned 
the launch as a violation of 
U.N. resolutions. 

“I sincerely hope that the 
Security Council will take 
necessary corresponding 
measures,” U.N. Secretary- 
General Ban Ki-moon told 
The Associated Press in 
Copenhagen on Monday, 
declining to specify what 
further moves, or sanctions, 
he would urge the 15 council 
members to take. 

Jim Walsh, an international 
security expert at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, said he expected 
U.N. members to call for 
sanctions — but dismissed 
any punishment as “political 
theater” that would have 
little effect on a country 
already subject to numerous 
sanctions. 

Obama might be the only one 
who can give North Korea 
what it wants. 

Paik Hak-soon of the South 
Korean security think tank 
Sejong Institute said North 
Korea is “putting maximum 
pressure” on the United 
States for direct, high-level 
negotiations resulting in 
a “grand deal” that would 
include aid, concessions and a 
normalization of ties.

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Speaker Pelosi visits China; protesters seek help

SHANGHAI (AP) — U.S. 
House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, long a fierce critic 
of Beijing, toured China’s 
financial capital on Monday 
on a visit focused on 
environmental issues rather 
than human rights, though 
her presence emboldened 
protesters. 

Pelosi took a low-key 
approach as she prepared 
for meetings in Beijing 
just days ahead of the 
20th anniversary of the 
1989 crackdown on 
the Tiananmen Square 
democracy protests. 

The apparent shift approach 
dovetails with President 
Barack Obama’s new 
emphasis on engagement 
with Beijing, rather than 
confrontation over its human 
rights record. Visits by 
Pelosi and other senior U.S. 
figures have been aimed at 
highlighting cooperation 
between the two countries 
on a slew of issues. 

Still, the leading Democratic 
lawmaker’s reputation as a 
stronghumanrights defender 
galvanized petitioners in 
Beijing, where several 
hundreds gathered Monday 
morning near the capital’s 
South Railway Station to 
air their grievances. Dozens 
of police stood guard and 
most protesters were kept 
behind police lines. 

While many complaints 
were about individual 
cases, photos posted on 
the Chinese-language Web 
site Boxun.com, a U.S.- 
hosted Web site banned in 
China, showed one group 
of demonstrators holding 
up a black-and-white cloth 
banner that said: “Welcome 
Pelosi. Pay close attention 
to human rights. SOS.” 
Speaking to U.S. business 
figures Monday in 
Shanghai, Pelosi noted 
her commitment to human 
rights issues over the years. 
During a 1991 visit to 
Beijing, the Democrat 
from California unfurled a 


banner that read “To those 
who died for democracy 
in China” in the square. 
Years later, she attempted 
to present human rights 
petitions to then-visiting 
President Hu Jintao. When 
Tibetans staged protests 
against Chinese rule last 
year, Pelosi visited their 
exiled spiritual leader, the 
Dalai Lama. 

“I will continue to speak out 
for human rights in China 
and around the world,” 
Pelosi told members of 
the American Chamber of 
Commerce in Shanghai. 
“Indeed, protecting the 
environment is a human 
rights issue,” she said 
according to a copy of 
the speech distributed 
to journalists. “We hope 
to send a clear message 
that transparency, 

accountability, 
enforcement, and respect 
for the rule of law are 
essential if we are to protect 
our planet,” she added. 
Pelosi did castigate North 
Korea after Pyongyang 
announced that it had 
successfully carried out an 
underground nuclear test, 
weeks after threatening 
to restart its rogue atomic 
program. 

“If today’s announcement 
is true, these tests would 
be a clear violation of 
United Nations Security 
Council Resolution 1718, 
which requires that North 
Korea not conduct any 
further nuclear tests. Such 
action by North Korea is 
unacceptable and cause for 
great alarm,” Pelosi said in 
a written statement. 

Pelosi said she and other 
members of her delegation 
planned to urge Chinese 
leaders to use their influence 
to get the North to return to 
six-nation talks aimed at 
ending its nuclear program. 
The lawmaker arrived over 
the weekend accompanied 
by a delegation of four 
Democrats and one 
Republican, all members of 
the House Select Committee 


on Energy Independence 
and Global Warming. 
The main focus of their 
visit is the shared goal of 
promoting clean energy 
and combatting climate 
change. 

Pelosi met Monday with 
Shanghai Mayor Han 
Zheng. The two exchanged 
pleasantries but made no 
substantive remarks before 
reporters. The delegation 
will later meet in Beijing 
with Hu and other leaders. 
U.S. Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee 
chairman and Democrat 
Sen. John Kerry is also 
in China, and Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
will arrive next week. He 
is expected to reassure 
Beijing about the strength 
of the U.S. dollar and thus 
the value of China’s vast 
holdings of U.S. Treasury 
notes.□

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St. Vincent group 
alleges police brutality

KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent (AP) — A 
human-rights watchdog group in St. Vincent 
and the Grenadines accused the Caribbean 
island chain’s police commanders Monday 
of failing to hold officers accountable for 
alleged brutality. 

Nicole Sylvester, leader of the St. Vincent 
and the Grenadines Human Rights 
Association, said her group has received 
more than 30 allegations of police abuse in 
recent months, backed up by photographs 
and medical reports. 

Under a so-called blue code, officers lie or 
keep silent about misconduct to protect each 
other from outside criticism, she added. 
“We are not going to continue with this 
code of silence,” Sylvester said. “The 
uniform is a cloak for abuse, oppression 
and highhandedness by the police.” 

Police commanders and a government 
spokesman did not immediately return 
calls for comment. But assistant police 
commissioner Ekron Lockhart said in a 
recent radio interview that the department 
thoroughly investigates claims of 
wrongdoing. 

“As long as the evidence comes forth, 
we are going to deal with those police,” 


The government of this Caribbean nation 
of 105,000, a shipment point for South 
American cocaine destined for the U.S. and 
Europe, has come under pressure to reduce 
rising violent crime. 

Complaints of brutality have risen this year, 
however, prompting Prime Minister Ralph 
Gonsalves and police top brass to publicly 
pronounce that they will not tolerate 
misconduct. 

Allegations of police misconduct only 
gained traction last week when officers 
fatally shot three fugitives, including a 29- 
year-old Barbadian wanted on homicide 
charges. 

Opposition leader Amhim Eustace 
has called for an independent panel to 
determine if officers from the Regional 
Security System, a cooperative of police 
forces across the Eastern Caribbean, used 
excessive force. 

St. Vincent police say the officers were 
justified because the suspects shot at them 
from their car after being confronted in 
the village of Vermont, near the capital, 
Kingstown. 

Some villagers who claim to have witnessed 
the shootout say police opened fire without 
provocation. □

N. Ireland mob beats 
Catholic man to death

DUBLIN (AP) — Militant Protestant supporters of a Scottish 
football team beat to death a Roman Catholic man in the latest 
sign of how sports rivalries inspire sectarian bloodshed in 
Northern Ireland, police and politicians said Monday. 

Witnesses said more than 20 Protestant supporters of Glasgow 
Rangers, many of them wearing the team’s blue-and-white 
jerseys and scarves, drove into a Catholic district of the town of 
Coleraine after Rangers clinched the Scottish Premier League 
championship Sunday. 

Billy Leonard, a former policeman and politician from the Irish 
nationalist party Sinn Fein, said several carloads of anti-Catholic 
extremists came armed with clubs “and literally attacked the 
first person they came across.” 

Kevin McDaid, 49, was fatally bludgeoned while his wife, 
Evelyn, and a 46-year-old Catholic neighbor, Damien Fleming, 
were both injured. Fleming was reported in critical condition. 
Police said they arrested six men on suspicion of involvement 
in the attack on McDaid. 

A Presbyterian minister in the town, the Rev. Alan Johnston, 
said Rangers supporters were drinking heavily while watching 
Sunday’s Rangers victory at pubs in central Coleraine and then 
drove across a bridge to the Catholic area, Somerset Drive. 

A Catholic politician in the town, John Dallat, accused an 
outlawed Protestant paramilitary group, the Ulster Defence 
Association, of responsibility. 

Rangers enjoys support exclusively from the British Protestant 
side of the community in Northern Ireland, while archrival 
Glasgow Celtic draws support only from the Irish Catholics. 
Those sectarian allegiances fuel street fighting, and occasionally 
worse, in both Glasgow and across Northern Ireland, particularly 



chaos in Berlin, blocked 
milk processing plants in 
France and protested at EU 
headquarters in Brussels on 
Monday, seeking more aid to 
stay in business as milk prices 
plummet.

when the two teams play each other or when the annual 
league championship — typically won by one of the two — is 
determined.

“It makes it 
difficult for a lot of dairy 
producers when production 
prices are higher than the 
prices at which they sell.” 

The European Union has 
managed farm prices for 
decades, guaranteeing 

minimum prices to farmers or 
buying up excess production 
to keep prices artificially 
high. The EU says it is trying 
to support dairy prices now by 
buying skimmed milk powder 
and butter on the market 

— but the 27-nation bloc is 
keen to avoid stockpiling the 
massive ‘butter mountains’ 
that made EU farm subsidies 
notorious in the 1980s. 

In France, more than 80 
processing plants were closed 
off Monday by angry farmers 
demanding more government 
intervention. The protesters 
made sure no milk could be 
collected from farms to be 
processed into butter and 
cheese — the second such 
protest day in a month. 

In January, the EU restarted 
export refunds to help its 
farmers sell more abroad 

— a move echoed by the 
United States this week. 
Australia and New Zealand, 
which do not subsidize dairy 
exports, say that’s unfair trade 
protectionism. 

Fischer-Boel criticized the 
United States for seizing on 
EU aid measures to push 
through more aid for its own 
farmers. “It is very unfair,” 
she said. 

Under pressure from trade 
partners, the EU has in recent 
years tried to drop farm 
subsidies and stick to free 
market principles, but that has 
angered European farmers 
who complain of falling 
incomes. 

“There is a real crisis, a social 
problem out there on family 
farms in Europe,” said Padraig 
Walshe, the lead of the COPA 
farmers’ union. “(Farmers) 
have a problem buying food 
and clothes.” 

“There is no profit being made 
on farms today,” he added.□ 
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Israeli document Venezuela sends uranium to Iran

JERUSALEM (AP) — 
Venezuela and Bolivia are 
supplying Iran with uranium 
for its nuclear program, 
according to a secret Israeli 
government report obtained 
Monday by The Associated 
Press. 

The two South American 
countries are known to have 
close ties with Iran, but 
this is the first allegation 
that they are involved in 
the development of Iran’s 
nuclearprogram, considered 
a strategic threat by Israel. 
“There are reports that 
Venezuela supplies Iran 
with uranium for its nuclear 
program,” the Foreign 
Ministry document states, 
referring to previous Israeli 
intelligence conclusions. 
It added, “Bolivia also 
supplies uranium to Iran.” 
The report concludes that 
Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez is trying to 
undermine the United States 
by supporting Iran. 
Venezuela and Bolivia 
are close allies, and both 
regimes have a history 
of opposing U.S. foreign 
policy and Israeli actions. 
Venezuela expelled the 
Israeli ambassador during 
Israel’s offensive in 
Gaza this year, and Israel 
retaliated by expelling the 
Venezuelan envoy. Bolivia 
cut ties with Israel over the 
offensive. 

There was no immediate 
comment from officials in 
Venezuela or Bolivia on the 
report’s allegations. 

The three-page document 
about Iranian activities 
in Latin America was 
prepared in advance of a 
visit to South America by 
Deputy Foreign Minister 
Danny Ayalon, who will 


attend a conference of the 
Organization of American 
States in Honduras next 
week. Foreign Minister 
Avigdor Lieberman is 
also scheduled to visit the 
region. 

Israel considers Iran a 
serious threat because 
of its nuclear program, 
development of long- 
range missiles and frequent 
references by its president, 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, to 
Israel’s destruction. Israel 
dismisses Iran’s insistence 
that its nuclear program 
is peaceful, charging that 
the Iranians are building 
nuclear weapons. 

Iran says its nuclear work 
is aimed only at producing 
energy. Its enric hm ent of 
uranium has increased 
concerns about its program 
because that technology 
can be used both to produce 
fuel for power plants and to 
build bombs. 

Israel has been pressing 
for world action to stop 
the Iranian program. While 
saying it prefers diplomatic 
action, Israel has not taken 
its military option off the 
table. Experts believe Israel 
is capable of destroying 
some of Iran’s nuclear 
facilities in airstrikes. 

Iran, under Ahmadinejad, 
has strengthened its ties 
with both Venezuela and 
Bolivia, where it opened 
an embassy last year. Its 
alliance with the left-led 
nations is based largely on 
their shared antagonism to 
the United States but is also 
a way for Iran to lessen its 
international isolation. 

The Israeli government 
report did not say where 
the uranium that it alleged 
the two countries were 
supplying originated from. 
Bolivia has uranium

deposits. Venezuela is not 
currently mining its own 
estimated 50,000 tons of 
untapped uranium reserves, 
according to an analysis 
published in December by 
the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace. 
The Carnegie report said, 
however, that recent 
collaboration with Iran 
in strategic minerals has 
generated speculation that 
Venezuela could mine 
uranium for Iran. 

The Israeli government 
report also charges that 
the Iran-backed Hezbollah 
guerrillas in Lebanon 
have set up cells in Latin 
America. It says Venezuela 
has issued permits that 
allow Iranian residents 
to travel freely in South 
America. 

The report concludes, 
“Since Ahmadinejad’s rise 
to power, Tehran has been 
promoting an aggressive 
policy aimed at bolstering 
its ties with Latin American 
countries with the declared 
goal of ‘bringing America 


to its knees.’” 

The document says 
Venezuela and Bolivia 
are violating the United 
Nations Security Council’s 
economic sanctions with 
their aid to Iran. 

As allies against the U.S., 
Ahmadinejad and Chavez 
have set up a $200 billion

Dinara Safina, the top-seeded 
player in the women’s draw, 
advanced along with No. 3 
Venus Williams and unseeded 
Maria Sharapova. 

Nadai’s win bettered the 
French Open record held 
by Bjorn Borg, who won 28 
straight from 1978-81. Nadai 
also equaled the overall 
tournament record, matching 
the 29 straight that Chris 
Evert won between 1974-75 
and 1979-81. Evert did not 
play at the French Open from 
1976-78. 

Nadai was broken three times 
by Daniel, but the top-seeded 
Spaniard remained perfect on 
the French Open’s red clay 
as he tries to become the first 
player to win five straight 
titles at Roland Garros.

Reutimann wins 1st Cup 
race in Coca-Cola 600

CONCORD, North Carolina (AP) 
— David Reutimann won the 
rain-shortened Coca-Cola 600 

on Monday for his first victory at 
NASCAR’s top level. 

Reutimann took the lead when he 
gambled and didn’t pit with the 
leaders during a caution for rain 
on lap 222 of the 400-lap race. His

hope was that it would rain so long, 
racing would not resume. 

After five laps as the leader run 
under caution, NASCAR called 
the cars to pit road. Reutimann 
nervously paced around his covered 
race car for the next 2 hours as 
NASCAR waited out the weather. 
The rain never stopped, and the 
race was called a full day after its 
scheduled start. 


“When you envision winning your 
first Sprint Cup race, you envision 
it different,” said a soaking-wet 
Reutimann. “But it’s so hard, we’ll 
take it any way we can. We got this 
one today, hopefully the next one, 
we’ll earn it.” 

The race was scheduled for Sunday 
but rain moved it to Memorial Day 
for the first time in its 50-year 
history. 

The showers lingered all day, and 
the race was stopped three different 
times for rain and once for a national 
moment of remembrance. 

It was the first win in 75 Cup starts 
for Reutimann, who drives for 
Michael Waltrip Racing. He was 
joined by his car owner midway 
through the final delay, a wait 
Waltrip has done before: He earned 
his second Daytona 500 title after 
a lengthy rain delay shortened the 
2003 event. 

Pole-sitter Ryan Newman finished 


second and Robby Gordon was third 
as the top-three finishers all stayed 
on the track for position during the 
last pit stops. 

Carl Edwards, who had changed 
into street clothes by the time the 
race was called, finished fourth, 
followed by Brian Vickers and Kyle 
Busch. 

Busch led a race-high 173 laps but 
was denied a win because of rain 
for the second time in three days. 
He led 143 laps in Saturday night’s 
Nationwide Series race, lost the 
lead during a round of pit stops, 
and never had a chance to reclaim it 
when the race was shortened by 45 
miles because of rain. 

It’s the second time this season one 
of NASCAR’s crown jewel events 
was ruined by rain. The season¬ 
opening Daytona 500 was shortened 
by 48 laps and Matt Kenseth was 
declared the winner after a short

6-1, 4-6, 6-2. She won the 
match’s first five games, 
while Mattek-Sands asked for 
a medical time-out during the 
first set so a trainer could look 
at her right wrist.

Williams has never won the 
French Open, but she did reach 
the final in 2002 when she lost 
to little sister Serena.

He was 
stronger and had to wait for 
me today. I just didn’t feel like 
I had it today.” 

Armstrong crossed 10th, 
directly in front of Leipheimer, 
and moved up from 13 th to 
12th overall, 11:06 behind 
Menchov. 

Armstrong is still regaining 
his form after three and a half 
years of retirement and then 
breaking his collarbone in 
March. After they came to a 
stop, Armstrong put his hand 
on Leipheimer’s shoulder and 
said, “Sorry man.” 

Armstrong has stopped 
speaking to reporters, but on 
his Twitter feed he called it 


“one of the hardest” stages 
he’s ever seen. 

“Relentless climbing and 
oppressive heat. Levi had a 
day tough (day), but we tried 
to limit his losses,” Armstrong 
wrote.

LIMA (Reuters) - Un equipo 
de expertos informo el lunes 
que encontro los restos casi 
completos de un oso perezoso 
debajo de una vivienda y el 
caparazon de un armadillo 
gigante en un localidad 
andina de Peru, ambos de 
unos 5 millones de anos. 

El paleontologo Rodolfo 
Salas, del Museo de Historia 
Natural de Pern, dijo que 
los restos fueron hallados 
mientras se hacian trabajos de 
alcantarillado en localidades 
de Espinar, a unos 4.000 
metros sobre el nivel del mar 
de la region del Cusco, en el 
sur de Pern. 


“El esqueleto de megaterio 
(oso perezoso) es 
particularmente importante 
pues se trata del primer 
esqueleto completo conocido 
de un megaterio de 5 millones 
de anos en toda America”, 
dijo el experto a Reuters. 

Los restos “permitiran 
conocer como se produjo la 
evolucion de los megaterios 
en la region andina. 

Este era un animal 
relativamente pequeno para 
los megaterios ya que habria 
alcanzado solo 3 metros de 
longitud”, agrego. 

Salas dijo que el animal 
era herbivoro y el craneo 


esta en excelente estado de 
conservacion. 

“En el craneo se encuentran 
las caracteristicas mas 
importantes y diagnosticas 
que permiten conocer detalles 
de su alimentacion, modo de 
vida e identidad”, agrego el 
experto. 

Junto a este animal se han 
descubierto numerosos 
esqueletos de armadillos 
gigantes, toxodontes y otra 
familia de perezosos poco 
conocida en el Peru, como son 
los milodontidos. La zona de 
Espinar es extremadamente 
rica en fosiles.Q
